Yamani warns of recession 
unless West cuts consumption 


PARIS, June 1 (Agencies) — 
Saudi Oil Minister Sheikh Ahmad 
Zald Yamani has warned the West 
and especially the United States 
that it will face a serious recession 
unless it cuts its oil consumption. 

In an interview broadcast by 
French television Thursday night 
Yamani said such a world 
economic crisis was inevitable 
unless the United States and other 
Western nations "change their life 
style” and cut down their con- 
sumption of petroleum products. 

But be indicated he was nor 
optimistic that such a change was 
possible. “I expect a recession 
now" he said. “It looks clear to 
me. I don’t think yon (the West) 
will avoid h.” 

Saudi Arabia, the world's 
largest oil exporter, has done 
everything possible to keep down . 
-the pried of. rift, but* ‘ it b going up 
against our will and because of 
your behavior as - a consumer, 
because you are not doing any- 
thing to reduce your consump- 
tion,” Yamani declared. 

The continuing high demand for 
ofl means “there will be a shortage 
in the world supply and you are 
going to suffer" he declared. 

He recalled that Saudi Arabia 
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warned for many years that oil 
consumption should be reduced 
“ but no one listened because there 
was a little surplus.” 

“The Iranian crisis served as a 
very good warning for you,” be 
added. “Now you know that we 
were right. We were right because 
our interest is derived from your 
own interest. If it is only purely for 
Saudi Arabia, we would love to 
have the price of oil go up to 30 
and 40 dollars per barrel. But we 
don't want it this way. We would 
ruin you and therefore hurt ourse- 
lves.” 

He said Saudi Arabia is cur- 
rently losing $20 million per day 
because of its refusal to align the 
price of Saudi oil with that of other 
members of the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC). 

This action reflected a desire to 
keep down the world price and 
thereby help avoid a worldwide 
economic crisis, he added. But the 
world shortage has so reduced 
Saudi Arabia' s ability to influence 
events that oil prices are rising 
“not by the decision of OPEC or 
Saudi Arabia, but by your own 
consumption, by your own deci- 
sion.” 

He was particularly critical of 
excessive per capita energy con- 
sumption in tire United States, 
which, he said, was higher than in 
any other nation.

“Their way of life is far different 
from your (European) way of 
life,” he declared. “I'm not saying 
you don’t haw to do anything — 
but if I compare you with the 
United States, I think the Ameri- 
cans have a larger duty to do more 
than you.” 

Asked whether Saudi Arabia 
might increase its production to 
help avert a world crisis, Yamani 
said some Saudi circles opposed 
raising petroleum exports with the 
argument that leaving the oil in 
the ground was a far better 
investment than selling more oil 
and investing the profits. But he 
added: 

“I don't say no. If I fee] that I 
can change a little bit in the trend 
of the price of ofl by a little 
increase in my production on a 
temporary basis, then 1 will Mo it 
.... but it will be very temporary.” 

In Washington President Carter 
called on ofl refiners to produce 
more fuel to ease the shortages 
across the United States, but ofl 
industry officials told him at a 
two-hour meeting Thursday that 
they expected supplies to remain 
tight well into next year. 

Administration officials said the 
president agreed with this assess- 
ment and Energy Secretary James 
Schlesinger told reporters: "We 
will be on the ragged end of supply 
in one form or another for another 
five to 10 years." 


TEHRAN, June 1 (Agencies) — Revolutionary guardsmen 
loyal to Iran’ s central government opened fire Friday on ethnic Arab 
demonstrators as waves of protesters swirled through Iran's biggest 
port city condemning the violence of the previous two days. 

Newsmen at the scene of the shooting saw three wounded 
demonstrators evacuated to a hospital by ambulance. Later, more 
demonstrations took place, with revolutionary guardsmen ordered 
by loudspeaker to hold their fire. 

Meanwhile, an Arab religious leader, Sheikh Muhammad Taber 
Ai-Shobeir Khaghani, fold newsmen that Ir anian Air Force jets and 
helicopters had attacked five Arab-inhabited villages near the Iraqi 
border, on Wednesday and Thursday. 

“I am sure of the attack but I do not have any details,” the 
71-year-old Ayatollah said. 

Iranian military officers in Khoramshahr, in the west of Iran's 
oil-rich Khuzestan province, said they had no knowledge of such an 
attack. Foreign newsmen trying to reach the sites of the supposed 
raids were turned back by armed revolutionary guards protecting 
roads out of the city. 

Demonstrators were shot Friday thousands ran through the 
streets of Khoramshahr shouting “stop killing Arab£' and “death to 
Madani.” Rear A dm. Ahmad Madani is governor-general of 
Khuzestan and commander of tbe Iranian navy. 

The first-shaking demonstrators condemned violence Wednes- 
day and Thursday that left 25 people dead and some 120 injured. 

Tbe demonstrators gathered outside a local government office, 
claiming to foreign newsmen that revolutionary guards had been 
killing Arabs Indiscriminately. Tbe crowd demanded the relorn of 
bodies of Arabs iriUed in tins week’s fighting. 

The crowd started marching after several minutes toward the 
city’s mam Arab mosque to take their complaints to Khaghani, 
chanting all the while, “we are also Muslims. Why are you killing us? 
Give us our dead." 

Revolutionary guards, their faces hidden by white masks, aban- 
doned barricades as the crowd approached. The demonstrators 
swept on, demolishing the barricades as they passed. 


But at the crossroad, a volley of fire broke out from revolutio- 
nary guards in rooftop positions. 

The demonstrators dived for cover under parked cars, in open 
ditches, and in shops.They broke down the glass fronts of some shops 
to get inside. Hundreds of sandals littered the roadway. 

* Most of the guards' shooting appeared to be in the air. State 
radio said the demonstrators had intended to attack a revolutionary 
committee headquarters at the Jameh Mosque. It made no mention 
of casualties. 

After the shooting, the first wave of demonstrators dispersed 
into a maze of narrow alleys in the adjacent Chummeb quarter of 
town, a collection of closely packed tiny mud huts where most of the 
Arabs of the town live. 

*An hour later, more than 1,000 Arabs arrived in Khoramshahr 
from tbe nearby city of Abadan, she of the world's largest ofl refin- 
ery. A second and third wave of demonstrators then formed and 
marched along the same route. This time, guards let them pass and 
guard officers ordered over loudspeakers that there be no shooting. 

Hie several thousand demonstrators eventually congregated 
around tile main Arab mosque for prayers and to hear speeches from 
religious leaders. 

Khaghani later told reporters that the troubles in Khoramshahr 
were “the fault of the government, which wants to punish the people 
for no other reason than that they are Arabs." 

“The Arabs simply ask to be treated the same way as Persian 
Iranians, without any discrimination, and to be allowed to use their 
own language " he said. 

In a related development an authoritative Iraqi source deified 
Iranian reports that Iraq is massing troops along the border with Iran, 
a Kuwait newspaper’ reported Friday. 

“ There have been no fresh troop movement, and we have not 
taken any extraordinary measures in the border area, " the official 
was quoted as telling the daily “ Al-Qabas. ” 

Tehran radio had said that Iraqi military buildup was seen in the 
area bordering the Khuzestan province near the port of Khoram- 
shahr.

South Lebanon ceasefire holding 


BEIRUT, June I (Agencies) — 
A U.N.-sponsored ceasefire was 
reported holding Friday after nine 
days of warfare between Israel 
and Palestinian commandos that 
sent thousands of villagers flying 
their homes in southern Lebanon. 

The Palestine Liberation 
Organization and Lebanese pro- 
vincial authorities reported south- 
ern areas were calm in the wake of 
the ceasefire that was announced 
by U.N. Secretary General Kuit 
Waldheim in New York Thursday. 

The PLO and tbe Lebanese 
government also said no incidents 
were reported between comman- 
dos and Israeli-backed right-wing 

mili tias. 

Sources close to Lebanese 
Prime Minister Salim Hoss said he 
won a pledge from PLO chairman 
Yasser Arafat to suspend com- 
mando raids into Israel from 
Lebanon. 

The pledge was described as a 
contributing factor that helped 
bring about the standdown. 

The latest raid was mounted by 
a radical commando group against 
the northern Israeli seaside resort 
town of Nahariya six weeks ago. 
Four Israelis were killed. The raid 
to unefied off four days of air, sea 
and land Israeli attacks that killed 
60 Palestinians and Lebanese by

Arafat told reporters after a 
meeting with Hoss Thursday night 
commandos mounted no new 
cross-border raids into Israel snee 
the seaborne Nahariya assault. 

Arafat said the latest nine days 
of hostilities were "incompliance 
with schemes hatched in the Camp 
David Middle East accords that 
produced the Egyptian- Israeli 
separate peace.” 

Renewed fighting that promp- 
ted Lebanon to request Thurs- 
day’s U.N. Security Council ses- 
sion pushed to 127 killed and 
more thkn 350 wounded the total 
casualty toll of Palestinians and 
Lebanese in Israeli attacks since 
tiie March 26 signing of the peace 
treaty. Arafat said that the United 
States, and President Carter per- 
sonally, were behind Israeli 
attacks on south Lebanon. 

He said Israel was carrying out 
an agreed plan to drive a wedge 
between the Lebanese and Pales- 
tinians, “ but relations between the 
two had in fact grown stronger.” 

The Security Council Thursday 
night heard statements by Leba- 
non, Israel and the PLO about the 
trouble in southern Lebanon but 
took no formal action. 

It adjourned without setting a 


dare for any further meeting on 
the- subject. 

Ire president of the 15-nation 
council, Vasco Ftitscher Pereira of 
Pbrtn&J, appealed to all con- 
cerned respect the ceasefire, 
refrain mim kB’acts of vi olenc e 
and help the U.N: force, UNIEEL, 
to carry out its mission. 

The Lebanese representative, 
Ghassam Tueni, called for an 
“injunction by tins councfl, iu the 
most compulsory manner,” to 
stop all acts of hostility against 
Lebanon and put an end to Israeli 
violation of Lebanese sovereignty. 

Referring to Israef s support for 
the Lebanese rightists, he said that 
if hostilities resume and Israel per- 
sisted in its “ defiance of previous 
resolutions," Lebanon felt very 
strongly that condemnation of 
Israel would become imperative 
and so would the search for new 
avenues provided by the charter 
— an apparent allusion to sanc- 
tions. 

Tueni called for a determined 
effort to fulfill the mandates of the 
U.N. Interim Force in Lebanon, 
set up in March last year to help 
restore the Lebanese govern- 
ment’s authority over the south- 
ern part of the country. In addi- 
tion, he urged the immediate restr- 
iction of the General Armistice 


Agreement of 1949, which he cal- 
led the “only valid framework of 
peace in southern Lebanon.” 

He said the Christians in south- 
ern Lebanon were first and fore- 
most Lebanese citizens. They 
could not be looked upon as 
“accessories to Israel’s strategic 
interests.” Their only future lay in 
Lebanon’s restored independence 
and sovereignty. 

Lebanon would never allow 
that they or any part of the south 
be detached from its “historic 
body politic,” he added. 

Israeli Ambassador Yehuda 
Blum said tbe southern Lebanon 
situation could not be detached 
from that in the country as a 
whole. 

Blum claimed that Israef s 
actions were “specifically 
directed" against commando con- 
-centrations in Lebanon. "Israel 
sincerely desired peace with and in 
Lebanon. It also desired that the 
national sovereignty of Lebanon 
and the effective authority of its 
government be restored wi thin 
Lebanon's internationally recog- 
nized boundaries,” he claimed. 

“In striking at PLO bases from 
which raids were launched against 
Israeli civilians, the Israeli gov- 
ernment was exercising its inher- 
ent tight of self-defense," Blum 
claimed.

Khalil meets Israeli envoy Wednesday 


CAIRO, June 1 (Agencies) — 
Israeli Interior Minister Yosef 
Burg wfll meet Egyptian Prime 
Minister Mustapha Khalil here 
Wednesday to prepare for next 
week’s second round of negotia- 
tions on tbe thorny question of 
Palestinian self-rule, foreign 
ministry source said Friday . 

The sources said the two men 
would draft an agenda for the next 
session, scheduled to take place in 
Alexandria on June 10.

Egyptian Defense Minister 
Gen. Kamal Hassan AH told tire 
meeting, also attended by U.S. 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance, its 
task was merely to define the 
powers of the proposed self- 
governing authority over the West 
Bank and Gaza. 

Self-determination for the 
Palestinians is a God-given right,

Burg replied that it most be 
dear from the outset that "auton- 
omy does not and cannot imply 
sovereignty.” 

Egypt wants Israel to withdraw 
from both Gaza and the West 
Bank including Arab Jerusalem 
and give the Palestinians broad 
legislative, political and judicial 
rights. 


Israel has repeatedly stated that 
Jerusalem will remain united and 
the capita] of the Jewish state. It is 
also only prepared to give Palesti- 
nians in the two territories severiy 
limited self-rule. 

Only Thursday Israeli Defense 
Minister Ezcr Weizman was 
quoted by the Israeli afternoon 
newspaper “Maariv” as saying: 
“Judea and Samaria (tbe Westt 
Bank) and Gaza are part of tbe ' 
land of Israel from the spiritual, 
historical and without a doubt 
security aspects.” 

Burg will head the Israeli deleg- 
ation at tbe June 1 0 talks while the 
Egyptian side will be headed by 
Khalil this time. The U.S. side is 
expected to be represented by 
James Leonard, a veteran dip- 
lomat who is deputy U.S. rep- 
resentative to the United Nations. 

Gen. Ali deputized for Khalil at 
the first session because Egypt 
said that for protocol reasons its 
prime minister could not - attend* 
a meeting chaired by an interior 
minister. 

Bing’s visit to Cairo will overlap 
with one by Israeli Foreign Minis- 
ter Motile Dayan who arrives here 
on noonday for talks on a limited 
opening of the Egyptian- 
Israeli border with both Khalil, 
who is also foreign minister, and 
Egypt's Minister of State for Fore-

The border opening was

Commenting on official news 
leaks about these “quite interces- 
sions,'' Porter said “it is now 
rather well established that this is 
not the most perceptive nor sensi- 
tive administration we have ever 
seen.” 

Porter added; “It should there- 
fore cause no surprise that .during 
the Middle East leg of his 
(recent)trip, the Secretary (of 
State Cyrus Vance) did not feel 
able to visit Saudi Arabia, which, 
despite current misunderstand- 
ings, still remains America’s best 
hope for rationality in that reg- 
ion.” 

But Porter said the Saudi lead- 
ership remains “optimistic that 
this or the next U.S. administra- 
tion will return to a better com- 
prehension of Mideast realities." 

Porter said he expected Saudi 
Arabia to exercise patience with 
regard to Egypt. 

“One of the things that seems 
clear to most Arab leaders is that 
the U.S. will be nnable or unwil- 
ling to provide the amount and the 
kinds of aid needed by Egypt to 
offset the disadvantages of ostrac- 
ism by the Arab and Muslim 
states," 

“When Sadat reaches that con- 
clusion, the Saudis and others will 
move toward Egypt as soon as 
appropriate opportunity makes 
that practical. 

“Until that happens, the Saudis 
are most unlikely to leave the 
Arab mainstream and "quite inter- 
cessions' to be announced in the 
press at the convenience of the 
Carter administration will remain 
ineffective and unacceptable" 
Porter concluded.

Turkish opposition urged 
to back economic reforms 

WASHINGTON, June I (R) — Deputy Secretary of State Warren 
Christopher said Thursday he bad urged members of Turkey’ s parli- 
ament to put aside partisan differences and support vitally needed 
economic reforms. 

Turkey “ teeters on the brink of a very dangerous situation, ” he 
said. 

In Ankara, Premier Bulent Ecevit said Friday the$ 1.45 billion aid 
package for Turkey arranged by the Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and Development (OECD), reflected the country’s 
renewed international credibility. 

In a casual chat with reporters outside his official resi de nce, Ecevit 
said he thought talks in Paris between Turkey and the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) would have a positive outcome. 

Christopher told a congressional hearing that the IMF wanted the 
Ankara government to take some “ very harsh medicine. ” 

However, he said, the Turkish opposition had not made it easy to 
cany out the reforms. 

He «tid he had urged Turkish pat-Kanugntariam to recognize that 
the economic problems transcended partisan politics and that the 
parties should cooperate on reforms. 

The same pomt, he said, has been made by West Germany, which 
Wednesday joined the United States and other members of (OECD) 
in Paris in putting together a$ 900 million economic aid package for 
Turkey, linked to a Turkish agreement with the IMF. 

Christopher was testifying to a House of Representatives Foreign 
Affairs Subcommittee on the administration's request for an addi- 
tional $ 100 millio n in economic aid and $ 50 million in military aid 
for Turkey. 

The aid has already been approved by the Senate. 

He said the $50 millio n in mititaiy assistance — which has aroused 
controversy in Congress — was not linked to the U.S. request to be 
allowed use <of Turkish i airspace for U-2 spy planes monitoring 
compliance with the new strategic arms limitation treaty. 

Christopher declined repeatedly to go into the status of the spy 
planes, saying the matter was being pursued through diplomatic 
channels.

Zimbabwe Rhodesia born 


SALISBURY, June I (R) — 
Hie new black-dominated state of 
Zimbabwe Rhodesia was estab- 
lished with a minimum of cere- 
mony Thursday night, but its rul- 
ers still face an increasingly bitter 
guerrilla war, isolation from the 
rest of the world and an ailing 
economy. 

The quiet birth of the state, led by 
Bishop Abel Muzorewa, ended 88 
years of white domination in the 
rebel British colony.

Blacks greeted the dawn of their 
new state with small scattered 
celebrations in townships and a 
noisy gathering around a statue of 
Cecil Rhodes, founder of 
Rhodesia, in Salisbury’s main 
thoroughfare. 

They hung a notice around the 
statue’s neck saying “this site to 
let.” As the crowd was dispersing 
several white youths appeared and 
tore the placard down. As a 
threatening situation developed 
police took away two of the whites 
and the scene cooled. 

It was a quiet end to the white 
era. Military headquarters 
reported no undue trouble from 
guerrillas. 

One of the first tasks facing the 
bishop is high level talks with the 
old colonial power through the 
first British envoy to be based in 
Rhodesia since the white rebellion 
14 years ago.

Sunspots said may affect 
climatic change on Earth 


WASHINGTON, June 1 (AP) — 
The Earth's temperature and rain- 
fall may react to spots and flares 
on the sun, acco r d in g to new 
reports from U.S. government and 
university scientists. 

Douglas Hoyt of the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration reports that the 
changes in sunspots may be con- 
nected to the prevailing tempera- 
tures on Earth. 

Kuldip Chopra of Old Domin- 
ion University told a meeting of 
the American Geophysical Union 
here that solar flares, eruptions on 
the sun, may be responsible for 


heavier rainfall in some areas of 


Earth. 

Hoyt repons that sunspots have 
two regions, a dark umbra in the 
center surrounded by a lighter 
penumbra, and when the size of 
the penumbra grows — and the 
umbra declines — the Earth seems 
to warm. 


UNITED NATIONS, June 1 
( R) — The U.N. General Assem- 
bly Thursday adopted a resolution 
calling on the Security Council to 
impose economic sanctions 
against South Africa to force its 
compliance with a U.N.-endorsed 
independence plan for Namibia 
(South West Africa). 

The vote was 1 18 to none with 
16 abstentions. 

Among those abstaining were 
the United States, Britain, 
France, Canada and West Ger- 
many, authors of the plan, which 
involves U.N.- supervised elec- 
tions in the territory. 

The Security Council, the only 
body empowered to enact sanc- 
tions, is expected to meet some 
' time in June to take up the assem- 
bly’s recommendation. 

The U.S., Britain and France, 
which each have a veto in the 
coturiL. have so far been opposed to 
economic sanctions against South 
Africa, although the council 
unanimously imposed a mandat- 
ory arms embargo against the 
republic in November 1977. 

Friday’s resolution, sponsored 
by more than 80 countries, expre- 
ssed support for foe "legitimacy of 
(the Namibian people's) struggle 
by all means at their disposal 


against the illegal occupation of 
their territory by South Africa.” 

It declared that South Africa 
had “acted deceitfully through 
unilateral measures and sinister 
schemes within Namibia” while 
conducting protracted negotia- 
tions over foe U.N. independence 
plan. 

The resolution strongly con- 
demned South Africa for its 
“arrogant and defiant actions in 
imposing on foe Namibian people 
a so-called internal settlement 
through a fraudulent and illegal 
'national assembly’.” 

It called on U.N. members and 
specialized agencies to give 
increased support to foe South 
West Africa People’s Organiza- 
tion (SWAPO), the territory’s 
main guerrilla group, which the 
resolution described as the “sole 
and authentic representative of 
the Namibian people." 

In its key final paragraph, the 
resolution called on 'the Security 
Council to “convene urgently to 
take enforcement measures 
against South Africa, as provided 
for under Chapter VII of the 
Charter of the U.N.,” to ensure 
Pretoria’s compliance with U.N. 
resolutions and decisions on 
Namibia.

Bolt rejected as cause of air crash

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WASHINGTON, June 1 (AP) 
— The DC-10 bolt found on the 
runway near the ate where an 
American Airlines plane crashed 
last Friday did not cause the acci- 
dent but was broken as a result of 
it, an investigator said Thursday. 

“The bolt had broken in an 
overstrained condition, rather 
than a fatigue condition," Mic hae l 
Marks, chief metallurgist for the 
U.S. National Transportation 
Safety Board (NTSB) told the 
board in a briefing. 


“ As far as can be ascertained so 
far, the bolt broke as a result of the 
accident," he said. 

Initially, investigators sus- 
pended the bolt in the crash that 
took 274 lives and airlines were 
ordered to inspect simil ar bolts on 
other DC-1 Os. During that initial 
inspection other problems in the 
engine-to-wing mounting area 
were found and the Federal Avia- 
tion Administration ordered the 
entire fleet of DC- 10s grounded 


for a more thorough inspection. 

Late Thursday afternoon the 
FAA reported that 103 DC- 10s 
had passed the inspection and 
were cleared for flight. A spokes- 
man said about 37 were fo und to 
have problems that needed cor- 
rection. 

Another member of the NTSB 
says he would not fly on a DC- 10 
until experts get answers to some 
questions about its safety.

DC-lO’s accident rate lower than most 


WASHINGTON, June l (AP) 
— Despite highly publicized 
' crashes in Paris and Chicago, the 
McDonnell Douglas DC-10 has 
an accident rate well below that of 
many other airliners in general 
use, according to statistics com- 
piled by the U.S. National Trans- 
portation Safety Board. 

A listing of the fatal accident 
rate of the 12 most commonly 
used airlin ers made by American 
firms showed the DC-10 ninth, 
with 0.06 fatal accidents per 
100,000 hours of flight over a 
10-year period ending in 1977. 

This was the lowest fatal- acci- 
dent rate of the three American- 
made jumbo jets in use. 

The DC-10 and Lockheed 


L-1011 each had only one fetal 
accident during the 10-year 
period, but the accident rate listed 
for the L-1011 was double that of 
the DC-10 because the DC-10 
saw twice as much use during the 
period. 

The statistics, the most recent 
available, cover aircraft opera- 
tions by licensed airlines from 
1968 through 1977. Because 
some types are more widely used 
than others, the statistics are 
expressed in rates of accidents and 
fatal accidents per 100,000 hours 
of flight. 

The board noted that the lowest 
accident rates were posted by 
medium-and Short-haul airliners 
such as the Boeing 727 and 737 


and the Douglas DC-9, despite 
the fact that these planes are 
exposed to more possible acci- 
dents because they make more 
landings and takeoffs than long- 
haul planes. 

Most of the aircraft with the 
higher accident rates were older 
planes being phased out by the 
large airlines. 

With a fatal accident rate of 
0.12 per 100,000 hours, the Loc- 
kheed L-1011 is the first jumbo 
jet on the list. The Tristar, as it is 
commonly known, can carry as 
many as 400 passengers and first 
flew in 1970. It has three engines, 
one in the tail and two hung from 
the wings on pylons, an arrange- 
ment similar to that of the DC- 1 0. 


board, made the statement Thurs- 
day after the board was briefed by 
Marks. 

After the briefing. Hogue was 
asked if he would be a passenger 
on a DC-10. “No. No, 1 would 
not,” he said, adding that if it were 
up to him, he would be strongly 
tempted to ground the big jets.

‘Tm concerned about 
design, load-carrying features of 
pylons, whether they are adequate 
or not.

The NTSB’s powers are limited 
to investigating accidents and 
making recommendations. 

At least 25 of the planes 
remained grounded Thursday 
after defects were discovered in 
their engine mount assemblies. 
On at least one DC-10, inspectors 
found a crack that one expen said 
could have caused an engine to 
drop off eventually. 

After the crash board told the 
FAA that its “investigation reve- 
als the presence of a fatigue frac- 
ture of the no. 1 pylon forward 
thrust link attach bolt.” The FAA 
accepted the board's recommen- 
dations that all pylon attachment 
points be examined closely. 

The pylon is the structure that 
attaches the engines to the wings. 
The term metal fatigue implies a 
weakening of metal parts or struc- 
tures beacuse of extended use, 
virbration, other stress or faulty 
manufacture. For example, a 
paper clip, bent repeatedly back 
and forth, breaks because of 
fatigue. 

In another development related 
to the crash, McDonnell Douglas, 
which built the ill-fated DC-10, 
said Thursday it will begin tests to 
determine if its DC- 10s can 
remain in flight after losing a wing 
engine. It said the tests will be 
conducted with help from the 
NTSB. 

And in New York City, a 
National Aiiftnes DC- 10 returned 
to Kennedy Airport and landed 
safety after losing power in the left 
e ngine shortly after takeoff. One 
FAA official said the engine prob- 
lem was in no way simfliar to the 
problems which caused the 
Chicago crash.

Carter lists 
his net worth 
at $2 million 

WASHINGTON, June 1 (R)— 
President Jimmy Carter Thursday 
disclosed a net worth of$l million 
and said he earned $267,195, 
including his official salary, in 
1978. * 

The figures were included in his 
latest tax return and in a special 
financial statement drawn tup to 
permit his long-time friend, Geor- 
gia lawyer Charles Kirbo, to 
remain as his trustee until Carter 
leaves the White House. 

The statement revealed previ- 
ously unreported transactions 
involving the Carter family’s 
peanut warehouse in Pl ains , 
Georgia, which is being investi- 
gated by the Justice Department. 

The investigation is trying to 
determine whether bank loans to 
the warehouse may have been 
illegally diverted to Carter’s 1976 
presidential election campaign. 

Carter's taxable income m 1978 
after deductions for charitable 
contributions and other payments 
totalled $197,188, on which 

federal tax of $89,805 was paid. 


NEW DELHI, June 1 (AP)— 
— Serious new allegations about 
abuse of power by Sanjay Gandhi 
and his mother, former prime 
TnHira Gandhi, appear in 
foe reports of an official inquiry. 

The United News of India 
reported the 1 , 600 -page report 
describes how Sanjay, now 32, 
“on the strength of foe office of his 
mother" was able to buy 445 
acres of farmland for less than 
market prices for a planned com- 
pact automobile- factory and to 
collect money from prospective 

car dealers that he never returned. 

The report, based on months of 
hearings conducted before Sup- 
reme Court Justice A.L Gupta, 
was submitted Thursday to the 
government. Dedining to discuss 
its contents or recommendations, 
J.C. Pandy , home affairs joint sec- 
retary, told a reporter that the 
government would decide 
whether and when to present it to 
parliament, make it public and 
take action. 

Sanjay Gandhi and his mother 
are free on bail in several cases 
stemming from alleged abases of 
Mrs. Gandhi’s 1975-77 
Emergency. In one, Sanjay has 
been sentenced to two years of 
hard labor on a conviction of con- 
spiracy to destroy a feature film 
satirizing his mother's regime. The 
case is on appeal. 

The government is moving to 
consolidate cases against the 
Gandhis and other prominent fig- 
ures of the Emergency before two 
special courts set up in New Delhi 
under recent legislation. 

The charges cover alleged 
illegal detentions and torture, 
forced ■ sterilizations, unlawful 
demolition of housing and corrupt 
election practices. 

Mrs. GandbJ s 11 years as prime 
minister came to an end with her 
defeat in a March, 1977, national 
election by the forces headed by 


Moraiji DeSai. 

Both she and her son have 
described the inquiry commissions 
and the criminal cases against 
them as political revenge by 
Desafs government. 

The commission report deli- 
vered Thursday focussed on Son- 
jay’s activities in setting up a huge 
automobile plant during his 
mother’s rule that was intended to 
give India its first cheap small car. 
The factory, named “Maruti," 
after a Hindu god, foiled to pro- 
duce a single car although it was 
supposed to have an annual capac- 


ity of 50,000. 

The inquiry took testimony 
from a number of businessmen 
about alleged coercion to put 
money into foe project The total 
amount allegedly involved has not 
been disclosed. 

A number of Gandhi's actions 
“could not have been done with- 
out i& knowledge of Mrs. Gan- 
dhi,” UNI quoted foe report as 
saying. It said foe Defense Minis- 
try was forced to vacate an 
ammunition dump, “overlooking 
national interests,” to make room 
for the factory.

NEW DELHI, June 1 (AP) —

minister of Gujarat, said soldiers 
were patrolling the city and had 
the situation under control. The 
army wili man police stations start- 
ing Friday, he said. 

Reports from the city 580 

kilometers north of Bombay said 
policemen coming from a rally to 
voice their demands attacked the 
city police control room, des- 
troyed the furniture, m anhan dled 
several officers in charge and set a 
car on fire. One official was 
injured. 

troops intercepted the rioting 
policemen when they started 
toward a gove r n men t baUiqg 
where senior officials were discus- 
sing die police strike, which has 
spread to eight of India’s states, 
UNI reported. 

First reports from Ahmedabad 
mad e no m ention of firearms in 
the disturbance or the number of 
policemen involved. 


The army was called out earlier 
this month to disarm agitating 
policemen in Punjab, Northern 
India, the first state bit by the 
wave of protests against low pay, 
long hours, poor sanitation arid 
housing conditions and political 
meddling in foe police. 

Since then foe Punjab govern- 
ment and the central government 
have acknowledged that many of 
the grievances were justified and 
promised to improve conditions. 

Punjab has declared a 23 per 
cent wage increase raising foe 
average monthly police pay to $ 
53. Poorer states where foe aver- 
age pay is as low as $ 21 a month, 
appealed to the central govern- 
ment to frame a uniform policy.

WASHINGTON, June 1 (AP) 
— The House of Representatives 
voted Thursday to direct immedi- 
ate development of a new move- 
able nuclear missile system unless 
President Jimmy Carter’s aides 
can certify some other system is 
better. 

The House approved 314 to 72 
a bill with the directive favoring a 
system that would protect new 
MX intercontinental ballistics 
missiles by hiding them among 
empty silos. 

But the vote came amid reports 
that Carter’s top advisors are 
settling ona? system that would 
hide the missiles by moving each 
one up and down its own 32- 
lrilometer trench. 

The House summarily rejected 
by voice vote even studying hiding 
the missiles in roving jnmbojets.

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China vs. Vietnam

LONDON - 

The failure of the first rotmd of China?- Vietnam talks in Hanoi, 
from April 18 to May 18, has left the Vietnamese convinced that 
China is not interested in settling their border problem. Hanoi also 
believes China does not wish to reduce the tension along that border, 
for it has rejected the Vietnamese proposal for both sides to pull bad: 
their troops “three to five kilometers from the line of actual control 
prior to February 17," the date on which China invaded Vietnam. 

China wants Vietnam to accept two preconditions before getting 
down to discussing bilateral problems and other points made in *»««r 
proposals: 

The two preconditions are that Vietnam should agree to oppose' 
“hegemony," the name China gives to Soviet policies, and thus line 
itself up with C hina, and withdraw its troops from Cambodia. 

Vietnam is prepared to discuss aO bilateral problems, but not its 
relations with other countries, because that would amount to accept- 
ing di re ctions from China. 

Vietnam is willing to start discussion on the Chinese proposals by 
taking up the first point, which says, “the two sides shall restore 
friendly and good neighborly relations between China and Vietnam 
on the basis of the five principles of mutual respect for sovereignty 
and territorial integrity, mutual non-aggression, non-interference in 
each-other' s internal affairs, equality and mutual benefit and peace- 
ful coexistence. 

Vietnam believes that China still wants to use force to make it 
break its dose ties with the Soviet Union. That is why, the Vietnam 
Communist party paper “Ntaan Dan” said on May 20, Chin* is 
concentrating over ten regular divisions close to the Vietnam border, 
continuing war provocations and threatening to “teach Vietnam a 
second lesson.” 

Vietnam has, however, not entirely given up hope of a settlement 
at the next round of talks, which will be held in Peking but for which 
no dates have yet been fixed. Vietnam will again suggest that the two 
sides should take turns in raising issues they are interested in discus- 
ring at each session. 

13iit before the next round begins, a major development connected 
with the Vietnam- Ch i na problem might have take n place. The fore- 
ign mini sters of non-aligned nations are due to meet in Colombo in 
tlie first week «of June to discuss which of the two delegations that 
wi ll be there to represent Cambodia should occupy the seat of that 
country m their organization: the Heng Samrin government or the 
ousted Pol Pot regime. 

If the Heng Samrin government is admitted, it will be a defeat for 
Peking and China may then not inast on the withdrawal of Vietnam’ s 
troops from Cambodia, because they are there in accordance with an 
agreement with Heng Samrin. 

Of course, the danger of another China- Vietnam war still exists. 
Referring to that danger, Vietnam's Deputy Foreign Minister Phan 
Hien, who led his country’s delegation to the talks with China, 
appealed to world public opinion .last week to “check in time the 
sinister, adventurous plans being prepared by China.” — (OFNS) 


“■The United States continues to 
manifest its hostility towards the 
Palestinians at all rateroational 
conventions at the same time as it 
seeks solution for the Middle East 
problem,” according to “Okaz”. 

“But the U.S. should realize 
that there will be no peace in the 
region without recognition of 
Palestinian rights. 

“AD parties, including some in 
Israel itself, realize that there can 
be no peace without the Palesti- 
nians, their right to self- 
determination and statehood. Tim 
U.S., which supports Israel

“Carter’s new theory parallels 
that of the Israeli premier Begin 
and defies all the hopes and aspi- 
rations of the Arabs which have 
been led to believe that the U.S. 
can persuade Israel to work for a 
real and just peace which is more 
important for the U.S. than to the 


Arms agreements 
between neighbors

WASFHNGTON — 

Since 1973 the United States, Canada and 17 nations of Eastern 
and Western Europe have been meeting in Vienna in the first serious 
attempt to limit conventional arms in a substantial area of conflict- 
prone Central Europe. Meanwhile, under an agreement reached at 
the broader European Security Conference in 1975, Warsaw Pact 
and North Atlantic Treaty Organization (NATO) members are 
exchanging observers and notifying each other of major military 
maneuvers on their territories. 

In Latin America, no fewer than 22 nations, in an impressive 
display of continental unity, have foresworn the development or 
acquisition of nuclear weapons, creating the first inhabited 
“nuclear- weapons- free zone.” At the same time, eight Latin Ameri- 
can countries have pledged to limit sophisticated conventional 
armaments, as well. 

Elsewhere, since early 1977, the United States and the Soviet 
Union have been negotiating to freeze naval activity in the Indian 
Ocean at its current level, promising eventually to reduce it 

And, in the middle of the desolate Sinai Peninsula, 161 Ameri- 
can civilian technicians are manning sensitive electronic devices 
designed to monitor compliance by Egypt and Israel of a highly 
complex disengagement agreement worked out in 1975. 

These are examples of regional arms control efforts that the 
United States has either initiated or strongly supported over the past 
several years. 

To many people, the term “arms control" conjures up an image 
of Americans and Soviets glaring at each other across the negotiating 
table and deciding the fate of the world. However, with pohfe rating 
technology and a greater degree of interdependence among nations, 
it has become increasingly necessary to involve other states in the 
search for a stable and just world order. Agreement between neigh- 
bors seems a promising place to start, both to dampen regional 
conflicts and as a means of dealing with various intractable global 
problems, such as nuclear proliferation and the trade in conventional 
arms. Arms control specialists believe that regional measures may 
prove easier to negotiate than more comprehensive accords designed 
to cover the entire world. Regional arms control agreements can 
provide greater security at less cost to the states most immediately 
involved, as well as adding to international security by removing or 
alleviating local sources of tension that could escalate into world- 
wide conflicts. 

So far, regional arms control initiatives have found their most 
fertile ground in Latin America. The 1967 Treaty of Tlatelolco, 
esta b l ish i n g the Latin American Nuclear- Weapons-Free Zone, cov- 
ers an area of over 7.5 million square miles (19.5 milli on square 
kilometers) inhabited by about 200 million people. It has been signed 
by every country in the region except Cuba and Guyana. Only Brazil 
and Chile have faded to waive the requirements of Article 28. 
According to this provision , all regional states, as well as all nuclear 
powers and all outside states having territories in the region, most 
become parlies before its provisions can be considered binding on 
any one of them. 

The 22 states for which the treaty is already in force (those that 
have waived Article 28) are obligated not to build, test, acquire, or 
use any nuclear weapons. The provisions of the treaty are more 
re stric tive than those of the 1968 Nuclear Non-Proliferation Treaty 
(NPT), since they forbid the stationing of nuclear weapons by foreign 
states as well. In addition, all peaceful nuclear facilities are to be 
placed under the system of safeguards designed by the International 
Atomic Energy Agency (IAEA) to prevent the clandestine diversion 
of materials to weapons production. Finally, several important sig- 
natories (Argentina, Brazil and Chile) have not signed the NPT, 
while several others that have ratified the Tlatelolco Treaty have 
failed to ratify the broader treaty. 

hi return for their voluntary abstention, the Latin American 
states receive certain pledges and assurances by outside powers. 
According to Protocol I, outside states with territories in the zone 
agree to apply the provisions of the treaty to their territories within it. 
The United States recently joined Britain and the Netherlands as 
signatories, thus barring the introduction of nuclear weapons into 
Pqerto Rico, the Virgin Islands, the Panama Canal Zone, and Guan- 
tanamo Bay. France, with several Caribbean territories, is the only 
remaining eligible state that has not become a party to Protocol L 

By Protocol H, outside nuclear-weapons states promise to 
respect the denuclearized status of the zone, and not to use or 
threaten to use nuclear weapons against parties to the treaty. Ail five 
nuclear-weapons states (Britain, China, France, the Soviet Union 
and the United States) have now signed Protocol DL It is the first 
modem international arms control agreement that Peking has 
signed, as well as the first time that the United States has entered into 
an obligation restricting the use of its nuclear weapons. 

Problems remain with the treaty. The states with the greatest 
nuclear- weapons potential — Argentina, Brazil and Chile. — will not 
be subject to its provisions until all regional states, including Cuba, 
have joined. Cuba says that it will not join until the United States 
withdraws from its base at Guantanamo. Among current parties, 
there are differences of opinion as to whether “peaceful nuclear 
explosions” are permitted or whether nuclear weapons (for example, 
on submarines) can be transported through their territory. 

Nevertheless, the Treaty of Tlatelolco represents a si g nifi c ant 
achievement and a model for other possible “nuclear- weapons- free 
zonesT throughout the world. Such zones have been proposed for 
areas as diverse as Africa, the Balkans, Scandinavia, the Middle East, 
South Asia, Southeast Asia and the South Pacific. 

Latin America has also set an example in the field of conven- 
tional arms control. In December 1974, eight states signed the 
“Declaration of Ayacucho" pledging themselves to seek to limit 
their acquisition of offensive weapons. The move was hailed by the 
U.S. assistant secretary of state for Latin American Affairs as “an 
extraordinary and unprecedented step which could substantially 
reduce tensions in the hemisphere.” In subsequent meetings of tech- 
nical experts the states have agreed to consider limiting defensive 
weapons, thinning out bolder forces, and establishing demilitarized 
zones. However, no substantive progress has been made so far. 

In the Ayacucho case the initiative in stemming the flow of 
sophisticated weapons has come from potential recipients in the 
region itself. There have been numerous other, short-term cases in 
which supplier nations have gotten together to curb the flow of arms 
into particularly volatile areas. Most recently, in the Horn of Africa, 
the United States, Britain and France were able jointly to restrain 
themselves from replacing the Soviet Union as Somalia's chief 
weapons supplier. — (PPS) 
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West Bank : Who controls the tap?

TEL AVTV — 

Beneath the barren hills which wall in the desiccated Jordan 
Valley Israeli settlements glitter. Across their fields of vine and 
tomatoes snake plastic pipes of drip irrigation systems, automatic 
sprinklers whirr on the lawns around the houses, and, often, there is a 
swimming pool. The sense of water in abundance, the water that 
makes the difference between comfort and discomfort, between a 
fruitful agriculture and sheer desolation, and ultimately between life 
and death, comes as a po strive relief to the dry and thirsty traveller. 

Yet the settlements, products though they are of Israeli efforts, 
are based on an injustice in the distribution of this most basic of 
commodities — an injustice that in itself, even if there were no other 
objections to the Begin government’s autonomy “package", would 
make it totally unacceptable to the Palestinians. The astonishing fact 
is that the Israelis are already using an estimated five-sixths of the 
available water resources of the West Bank, and have plans for using 
even more. It is also the brutal truth that, since taking over in 1967, 
the Israelis have denied additional water to the several hundred 
thousand Palestinian fanners of the region, while laying it on gener- 
ously for a few thousand Jewish settlers. “To put it simply," says Dr. 
Hisham A warrant, a West Bank economist, “ the Israelis are stealing 
our water. It is plain theft" 

The West Bank, with its 750,000 Palestinians, has traditionally 
supplied much of the Arab Middle East with vegetables, fruit and 
olive oil. It has few perennial rivers, but the limestone hills and 
mountains that form the backbone of the area hold underground 
reservoirs of rain water, naturally emerging through springs and 
artificially tapped through wells and bore holes. The total water 
assets of the West Bank are estimated by hydrologists at about 850 
million cubic meters a year, but only some 620 mfflkm cubic meters 
are used, most of the rest being difficult to exploit. 

Of this 620 million cubic meters Israel takes about 500 million 
for use in Israel proper through drillings on the Israeli side of the 
pre-1967 border. The' location of die drillings and their beginning 
long before the war do not alter the fact that foe aquifer (the geologi- 
cal formation containing the water) being tapped lies almost entirely 
within the boundaries of the West Bank. Israel also takes about 15 
million cubic feet for Jewish settlerson the West Bank. What remains 
for Palestinian use is 105 million cubic meters — less than a sixth of 
the total. 

These statistics are only just beginning to emerge in Israel itself, 
where the question of what Gen. Ben-EIizar, the West Bank military 
governor, calls “who controls the faucet” is now at last being 
debated.' It is being discussed, however, perhaps inevitably in view of 
the fact that a third of Israels entire water requirements axe met from 
West Bank sources, in terms of a threat rather than as a problem of 
distribution which really requires that Israel approach the West 
Bankers with cap rather than gun in hand. 

“The Arabs could play havoc with the Israeli economy if they 
drilled a few dozen wells in Samaria's western floats," warned a 
recent article in the “Jerusalem Post” quoting an Israeli official as 
saying “every additional dunum (quarter of an acre) they irrigate 
means a dunum less for us." The bulk of the water that Israel takes 
for its own use from the West Bank comes from a huge aquifer 
underneath the Western hills, and they are pretty close to its max- 
imum capacity now. Any further drawings from this particular source 
would allow sea water to invade the aquifer, ruining it irretrievably. 
What this kind of aigument ignores is that, even under the terms of 
Israeli military occupation, foe water resources of the West Bank 
belong to the West Bankers and not, in the end, to Israel. 

As to the question of “who controls the faucet,” the answer is 
that it is firmly in Israeli hands. Since tie occupation in 1967, the 
Israeli military authorities have not allowed Pales tinian farmers to 
rink a single well for agricultural purposes. A number of wells have 
been sunk to provide additional domestic water for the Palestinians. 
Even so, domestic water consumption per head in the West Bank is a 
fraction of the figure for Israel. But domestic water is in any case a far 


less important issue than water for agriculture, and there the smq 
fact is that Palestinian farmers have to make do with the 300 or 
wells that existed before 1967, whole the powerful new wells of t 
Israeli settlements suck up, it is estimated, a fifth of all water used 
the region. 

To make ft worse, in some areas the Israeli wells, since they 1 
the wnwift aquifers, have greatly reduced the flow of Palestinian we 
and springs. The Israelis have admitted this in one case, at Bardelt 
the northern Jordan Valley, where, after the sinking of a deep n 
for a Jewish settlement, the local wells and springs began to dry i 
The Israelis made up Bardehf s water losses, but, according to Aw 
tani, the way in which they did so is “ominous.” They sank a n 
deep well for Bardela, but it is legally owned by foe nearby Jew 
settlement. “So we can see who controls the faucet?* says Awartar 

This whole process of deliberately preventing any expansion 
water use by Palestinian farmers is, typically, covered in t 
“Jerusalem Post?’ article by the gentle phrase: “Until recently t 
Arabs have been content to- tap only a fraction of the water”., 
truth, the Israeli militaiy administration's water unit has system* 
calfy turned down all requests for new Palestinian wells, and looks 
all Palestinian irrigation projects, a c co rdi ng to Western volant 
AID officials, with a jaundiced eye. “In one classic situation,” 
AID official raid, “we were unable to replace a crooked borehole 
drilling a new straight one, because we amldn’t get permission, ei 
though it would go down to the same water source and take no m* 
water than before.” 

The Israeli authorities, in another interesting case, have so 
rejected a foreign aief project designed to improve an existing 
fashioned irrigation system in the Wadi Faraa* in the northern par 
the West Bank. There, all that is at issue is the covering over of oj 
canals and ditches, where the water suffers a loss of 50 per c 
evaporation. No new water is involved. But, says the same official, 
seems that any water projects for the Arabs sends the Israelis i 
hysteria." 

Itwouldbe wrong to suggest that there are no voices on all si 
urging a more reasonable approach. Both Moshe Dayan, the n 
lively pragmatic Israeli foreign minister, and even Ariel Sharon, 
hawkish agriculture minister, have suggested that a joint ws 
authority should be the ultimate solution. Awartani says: 
aigument of the Israelis for a rational pohey is reasonable enoi 
But they have to be fair. I don’t think the Arabs could demand t 
control, but we certainly should demand a major say in w. 
policies." In essence, what be appears to be advocating is that Is 
should be able to continue to draw on the big Western aqm 
supplying as it does almost a third of tbe country’s needs, but 
there should be a complete reversal of authority in the eastern are 
the West Bank and particularly in the Jordan Valley. In term 
attitude, what he and others are asking is that Israelis should ceas 
think of the West Bank? s water as somehow belonging to them, 
bearing no relation to the people who live on top of it. 

In the .Jordan Valley, where only irrigated agriculture is p 
ible, one recent Western report concluded that the Jewish se 
men is “axe in direct competition" with Palestinian fanners fox 
West Bank’s limited water resources and that “Arab formers 
only stand by and watch the Israeli National Water Authority drfi 
new we Us" for the Jewish settlements. The justice is so patent th 
cannot be argued away. Across on the other side of the valley 
Jordanian jade, there are other startling patches erf green, but tl 
are for Arab farmers, many of them Palestinians originally fron 
western side of the river.

The West Bank has no minerals and only the meager beginn 
of an industrial economy. Its three real resources are its people 
land, and its water.

If the 
Sadat actions are considered 
treacherous his subsequent nor- 
malization of relations with the 
enemy and tbe concessions given 
to it, including the right of passage 
through the Canal, are tan- 
tamount to pitting Egypt and its 
people against the rest of the Arab 
world on the side of the enemy. 

“We should not be surprised if 
Sadat permits Israel to station its 
warplanes in Egypt if this will 
make it easier for the enemy to 
strike at other Arab countries." 

“Tbe desired national recon- 
ciliation in Lebanon will not come 
about despite President Sarkis’ 
efforts to form a new national 
government,” according to “AJ- 
Riyadh”. 

“If at all, it will come from tbe 
United States and the Soviet 
Union before the Vienna summit 


next month. The reason is that at 
the Arab level little can be 
achieved because Israel win con- 
tinue its attacks on the basis ol 
Arab unwillingness to get into a 
conflict that has been planned in 
advance just like the Camp David 
accords were designed long before 
the conference was held. Tbe 
accords were tbe first stage and 
the second one is being carried out 
at present. 

“It is not tbe first time Israel 
tries to lure the Arabs into a war, 
but this time it is pressing hard 
taking, advantage of the Arab fail- 
ure to have a role in the 
American-Soviet dialogue, as the 
U.S. has become in the Mideast 
accords. 

“But there is still a great deal 
the Arabs can do to serve then- 
interests if they know bow to use 
their influence on the Soviet union 
and the United States,” the paper 
said.

BONN, June 1 (R) — Soccer 
whirlwind Kevin Keegan, a dispi- 
rited man a tittle over a year ago, 
has soared to new heights this sea-

Hamburg, which won the Euro- 
pean Copwinnerf Cup just before 
Keegan arrived, was tipped for the 
league tide, but found itself losing 
more games than it won.: . 

Keegan, was forced to play in 
five different positions in 15 
games and felt misunderstood. 

One dark midwinter day he was 
sent off for hhting an opponent in 
a meaningless friendly and 
was suspended for eight weeks. 

Keegan, not a man easily 
cowed, wanted to quit and go 
home.

Smarter holding meetings 
o plot energy strategy

■ WASHINGTON, JUNE 1 (AP) — President 
Jimmy Carter, facing prospects of sustained oil 

shortages and skyrocketing OPEC prices, is meet- 

ing-with consumer advocates who oppose his order 
to lift price controls on domestic petroleum starting 
Friday. 

Carter summoned consumer representatives and 
environmentalists to the White House Friday fol- 
lowing a session Thursday with oil company execu- 
tives who praised decontrol and warned that 
Americans- will struggle with petroleum shortages 
for years to come. 

Oil decontrol gets underway just as the Organiza- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Countries appears 
primed to increase prices as much as 3 dollars per 
barrel, according to some Arab o fficials 
. Meanwhile, Carter’ s problems were complicated 
on Capitol HER Thursday. Top congressional lead- 
ers, while claiming they want to de-emphasize dif- 
ferences with the president, torpedoed a White 
House attempt to stage a Camp David “energy 
summit?' this weekend. 

The president still plans the session, but House 
Speaker Thomas O'Neil and House Majority 
Leader Jim Wright said they tamed down the invi- 
tation because of other commitments. 

At least three consumer advocates attending Fri- 
day’s White House meeting strongly oppose ofl 


decontrol, cl a i min g it will punish low-income 
Americans by increasing gasoline and home hea ting 
oil prices. 

Thursday, oil industry officials, summoned to the 
White House meeting, told Carter the United 
States will have to struggle with oil sho r tages for 
years to come. 

Thornton Bradshaw, president of ARCO, said 
after the 90-minute session with Carter and top 
energy advisers that America faces five years on the 
“knife edge of supply.” 

Bradshaw and 14 other industry officials deli- 
vered their report in a meeting hurriedly arranged 
for Carter to learn firsthand about rising prices and 
shrinking supplies of gasoline. 

Jerry McAffee, chairman of Gulf Oil Corp., said 
future price increases would depend largely on 
action by OPEC. On supply, he said, “there is a 
shortage of gas as far as I can see down the road.” 

McAffee also said the oil company executives 
impressed on the president their need for increased 
capital to finance production of needed oil. He said 
Carter’s plan for a gradual lifting of government 
price controls on oil is a step in the right direction. 

White House spokesman Jody Powell said Carter 
regarded the meeting as" worthwhile and hopefully 
useful.*’

EEC to question Carter on oil 




- BRUSSELS, June 1 (R) — 
The European Common Market 
(EEC) is to ask President Jimmy 
Carter why the United States is 
subsidising oil imports when he 
attends the Tokyo Summit of 
industrialized nations next month, 
informed sources said m Brussels. 

EEC Commission President 
Roy Je nkins will ask the president 
' for an explanation of the five dol- 
lars a barrel subsidy at the June 
28-29 summit if the EEC Com- 
mission has received no 
explanation by then, the sources 
added Thursday. 

The commission, bad received 
no word from the U.S. administra- 
tion after Energy Commissioner 
Guido Brunner Wednesday 
lodged a sharp protest at the 
measure with American Ambass- 
sador Deane Hinoon. 


The sources said the EEC 
rejected American arguments that 
a subsidy on some refined pro- 
ducts was justified because higher 
oil prices elsewhere were diverting 
supplies away from the U.S. 

On a visit to West Germany 
Thursday, Bumner described the 
U.S. action as “egotisticaT and 
said it contravened decisions of 
the International Energy Agency 
(tEA). The agency, which joins 
the world’s major oil consumers, 
decided in Paris last week to cut 
back energy consumption by five 
per cent this year. 

In Bonn an Economics Ministry 
spokesman said Economics Minis- 
ter Otto Lambsdorff had also pro- 
tested to U.S. Ambassador Walter 
Stoessel about the subsidy earlier 
this week. .

Haq, told a symposium on economic 
development that the idea that Third World countries shared com- 
mon problems was one of several assumptions that were popularly 
held five years ago but have since “collapsed.” 

Another, he said, was the widespread belief in the Third World 
chat the oil producing nations would use their petroleum wealth to 
help eliminate poverty and otherwise assist the world’ developing

El Salvador rebels denied asylum 


PANAMA CITY, June 1 
(Agencies) — The Panamanian 
government has refused to grant 
political asylum to left-wing milit- 
ants occupying the French and 
Venezueiean embassies in San 
Salvador and holding five hos- 
tages. 

A foreign ministry announce- 
ment issued late Thursday night 
said talks with the anti- 
government Popular Revolutio- 
nary Bloc in the capital of El Sal- 
vador had been broken off. 

The Panamanian announce- 
ment came a few hours after the 
militants announced in San Sal- 
vador that they were going to end 
their occupation of the embassies 
Friday morning after the arrival of 
a plane to fly them into political 
exile here. 

Earlier Thursday Bloc members 
said they would quit the two build- 
ings seized earlier in Mayat5p.ra. 
local time. 

But when the deadline expired, 
a spokesman said the arrival of a 
P anamanian air force plane to fly 
them out had been delayed and 
they would go Friday morning 
instead. 

There was no immediate reac- 
tion from San Salvador to the 


Panamanian announcement 

The foreign ministry said a 
Panamanian commission bad held 
several meetings with leaders of 
the Bloc, a coalition of trade 
on ions, students and peasants 
which has been demanding the 
release of several jailed leaders. 

The ministry quoted Bloc 
negotiators as saying they would 
not accept asylum but would seek 
the aid of other countries so that 


their members holding the embas- 
sies could return home. 

Panamanian negotiators 
demanded the release of the hos- 
tages, including the French 
ambassador, Michel Dondenne. 

“As this has not been possible, 
Panama deplores that its 
humanitarian work has not had 
positive results,” the ministry said. 

The French Embassy was seized 
May 4 by sixteen militants who 


took six hostages including Don- 
denne, 62. The Venezuelan 
Embassy was taken over May 11 
by nine militants, but the eight 
hostages they held, including 
Ambassador Santiago Ochoa, 
escaped May 20. 

The original Bloc demands to 
end the occupations included 
freedom for five of their leaders 
they said were held by the gov- 
ernment.

U.K. raises oil price to $20.70 


LONDON, June 1 (R) — Brit- 
ish Petroleum Friday raised the 
price of crude ofl from its Forties 
Field in Britain's sector of the 
North Sea by $ 2.45 a barrel. 

The state-owned British 
National Corporation (BNOQ 
also raised prices to the same 
level 

The new price of $ 20.70 a bar- 
rel represents a 48 per cent 
increase above the price which the 
partly state-owned company was 
charging for Forties ofl in the last 


quarter of 1978. 

The Forties Held produces 
more than half a millio n barrels of 
oil a day. It is hi gh quality light 
crude and the new price is just 
below the highest at present being 
charged in the world for that type 
of ofl. 

Exxon, which also operates in 
the North Sea has said it does not 
expect to raise the price of its ofl 
from the area.

Iraq ends oil surcharges to Third World 


BAGHDAD, June 1 (R) — 
Iraq has decided to lift surcharges 
on oil deliveries to developing 
countries as of Friday, the Iraqi 
News Agency (INA) reported. 

INA quoted Saddam Hussein, 
vice chairman of the ruling Baath 
Party’s Revolutionary Command 


Council, as saying the decision 
applied to developing countries 
with long-term contracts for sup- 
plies of Iraqi ofl. 

INA gave no details on figures, 
but the decision was believed to 
apply to premiums on deliveries of 
low- sulphur light crude. 


Pope, Poland’s native son, 
to start 9-day visit today 


VATICAN CITY, June 1 (R) 
— Pope John Paul Saturday will 
become the first Roman Catholic 
pontiff to enter a - Communist 
country when he returns to his 
native Poland on a nine-day visit. 

The trip also presents the pros- 
pect, darning for the Polish gov- 
ernment and its allies, of a fervent 
display of religion. About 80 per 
cent of Poland’s 35 million 
inhabitants continue to be Cathol- 
ics. 

But the Vatican is refusing to 
herald the visit as a victory for the 
world's largest religion, preferring 
to see it as a move towards 


detente. 

The Pope, formerly bishop of 
Cracon, who knows better than 
most the political minefield be is 
stepping into, emphasized at his 
public audience on Wednesday 
that his mission to Poland was 
religious, not political. 

“ I want to serve this important 
cause of our times — that the great 
works of God continue to be 
announced with faith and cour- 
age,” he said. 

John Paul is expected to con- 
centrate on this theme in his plan- 
ned 30 speeches as be tours his 
homeland. 


The agency said Hussein called 
on (he Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) to 
adopt a similar course until the 
end of this year as a new initiative 
towards developing countries 
until a long-term world fund, 
proposed (7 Iraq, is established. 

He said the fund would com- 
pensate “ the developing coun- 
tries over die next 10 years for any 
increases in ofl prices and protect 
those nations from monetary 
inflation exported to them by 
developed countries. " 

Hussein warned* 4 international 
imperialism against any aggres- 
sion against any Arab country or 
oil state. ” 

44 Imperialism knows well that 
oil is flammable, ” he added. 

He also warned against Western 
attempts to exploit the ofl crisis 
and called on OPEC states to 
work towards stability in the oil 
market, INA added. ' 

Friday is the seventh anniver- 
sary of the nationalization of Iraqi 
ofl.

Skid Row killer suspect 
asserts innocence in L.A. 


LOS ANGELES, June 1 (AP) — A 29-year-old man on Thursday 
pleaded innocent to killing 1 1 men, most of them dereliects. during a 
four-month period ending last January in the so-called Skid Row 
stabbings. 

After entering the pleas, Bobby Joe Maxwell, was ordered to 
appear before Superior Court Judge Julius Ham on June 25 for a 
pretrial hearing. During that bearing, a trial date is to be set. 

Maxwell's attorney, Pierpont M. Laidley, said be wanted to 
reserve the right “to enter an additional pleas, such as not guilty by 
reason of insanity ” 

Laidley said his client had not been examined by a psychiatrist, but 
that he and co-counsel Fred M. Alscbuler are considering having a 
diagnostic study made of Maxwell. 

Maxwell, who is being held without bail, was bound over for trial 
May 18 on the basis of evidence disclosed during a preliminary 
hearing which was closed at his request. 

If convicted, he could be sentenced to death. 

The 11 victims were killed within a square-mile of the downtown 
“Skid Row 7 ’ area beginning in October 1978. Maxwell also has been 
charged with five counts of robbery in connection with the slayings. 

According to an affidavit filed after the closed hearing, a double- 
edged knife was taken from Maxwell when he was arrested last Dec. 
14 while standing over a man sleeping pn a sidewalk. The affidavit 
said the double-edged knife could have caused the fetal wounds in 
nine of the 11 victims.
